Didit not occur to you when you en- 

•. ^agcd on behnlf of tho Provinco tii pro- 
vide all comont for the dock, that tho 
amount purchased in 187-1 nnd intoiidod, 
aa you have shown by your ovidoiico, for 
.1 comparatively Binlill preliminnry work, 
could not possibly bo suflicioiit for ;i large 
dock to bo built so extensively of concndo, 
(13 is required by tho specifications for tho 
presoHt dock, which wore drawn in 1870 
by K. and nnd approved of by tlic ;nl- 
miralty in Sept. 1st of that yo.ir. 

A. I had nothing to do with any contract, 

'inthoGr.st in.'.tanco, to provide the ce- 
ment. The .spocificiilion.s that Mr. Smitho 
refer-s to wero drawn by K. and M. when 
Mr. Ycrnon was 0. 0. L, and W. , and 
were reprinted then and issued by tho 
government of which ho was a member, 
with his name inserted in lhnni,and print- 
ed on tho back of them. The plans also 
\vcro drawn during his term of office. I 
ntiver heard from him, or any one else, 
that tho original comont was inaufficicnt. 
He must have known, if ho knew any 
thing about tho dock at all, tho history of 
ita origin, and all tho faot.s connected with 
the order for cement. I do not wish, by 
this remark, to attack any more blame 
to liim than to myself, for I conaider 
that tho cngineurs should have pointed 
out the important fact to the lato govern- 
ment that tho cement on hand was lai^e- 
ly insufiiciont for tho work. Tho calcu- 
lations and managom-jnt of hucIi n\atters 
;ind duties attached to tho migineor's p;i- 
.sitiou for wiiich they aro paid. Tho en- 
gineers are employed to .idviao tho gov- 
ernment and not for tho government to 
advise tliom. 

iloNDAV, Mawh Gill, 

What contractdo you allude to in your 
unswnr to the last question ? 

By thn word contract thoro I inoau tho 
spocilieations and bills of quantities, then 
. . drawn, not to any written document 
executed between thcgovernincnt and any 
other partio3. Tho spocilieations arc so 
drawn aa, with very few additional words, 
to form a contract. 

Inapmuch ai you s-iy, "no more blaino 
attaches to Mr Vernon than to my.scjlf," 
will 35on inform tho committee what blame 
you consider attaches to you ? 
.fy^A. I c6nBi<ier,a3 thn question isian engi- 
neering one, that tho engineer is rospon- 
aiblo, and therefore no blaino attaches to 
me for tho miscalculation of conicnt re- 
quired for tho dock. I consider tlierefore 
Mr. Vernon equally blamolos^i. I might 
as well bo hold responsible for onginccr'a 
errors in calculating tho amount of brass 
and iron work necessary, or of tlio quan- 
tities of excavation, or blasting to bo done. 

A. In view of the fact tliat Mr. Vernon 
had nothing to do witli tho purchase of 
eemeiit, tho lotting of tlio coli'ordam con- 
tract, tile lotting of dry-dock contract, or 
tho agreement by which tho Dominion 
gdVoriiment on failure of tho province to 
carry on tho work satisfactorily, can take 
the dock'ln hand, and charge tlio coat of 
tho completion against the auhsidieM of 
this Province, do you consider that Mr. 
Vornon and yourself bear equally the 
blame in this matter ? 
A. Mr. Vernon completed thearraugements 
^or tho construction of tho cofferdam and 
.signed the contract with Reed Bros, dat- 
edin January, 1876. Ho also received 
tho plans, etc., approved of by tho Ad- 
miralty in that year and con-icquontly 
inuat to do him justice havo made himself 
^thoroughly acquainted with all tho infor- 
mation respecting the dock and especially 
as the cofferdam waslctaaaseparato work. 
T am in a position to show that tho ques- 
tion of sufficiency of cement was raised in 
the presence of Mr. Vernon during his 
tfim of otdco by one of his colloaguos. It 
iieoma absurd to mo to suppose that Mr. 
Vernon did not raako himself acquainted 
j'with all particulars concerning tho dock, 
jeapeclally as tho preliminary stop towards 
construction had been taken by him a 
^short time after ho took office. When he 
receiyed the dock plana he must Jiave uc- 
quainted hini.<5clf with the agreement made 
with K. it M. to know what ho should 
^et from them. The mistake, I suspect, 
is an onginoor'a mi.stako and I consider as 
I liavo Ht;i.ted before that tlie chief engin- 
eers aro to blame as well as tlio resident 
engineer. This certainly would be tho 
case if they wero acting for a private com- 
pany instead of tho government. 

Please state the nature of tlio qne.sdon 
raised in Mr. Vurnon's time about tho 
comont by one of his colleagues to which 
you havo just referred. A. The nature 
of the qiicfitioii was as to tho quantity of 
the cement :md the discussion about it is 
alleged to liavo occurred between Mr. 
Vernon, Mr. Iturnphrevs and Mr. lion- 
nett. 

Was the contiact for tho co.Terdaiu lei 
by your governmont to Hayward & Jen- 
kinsou, nnd was not the transfer of the 
contract from them lo Hoed Bros, settled 
by your governmont beforo leaving ollico? 
A. I cannot positively state wheMier Hay- 
ward & Jenkinson oxoinited a contract, 
but I think ihoy did. Whale ur occurred 
I don't think any transfer was executed 
to Reed Bron. It would have- been un 
necessary, for Reed Bros.' contract is a 
'. direct contract with tho governmont with 
JMr. yernon as 0. O. of L, & W. and not 
dnIassiRned contract. 

Was tho contract witli Reed Rr^s. ar- 
ranged with your government I A. J be- 
lieve tho contract was finally arranged be- 
tween Reed Broa. and jMr. Vernon in 
January, 187G, or later. I don't recollect 
what preceded tho arrangement. I think 
tho seaaional papers will .show it. 

Did your government consent to Hay- 
ward & Jenkinson retiring from tho cof- 
ferdam contract in favor of Reed Bros. ? 
A. I don't recollect. Even if they did it 
would have been no oscusS for Mr. Vor- 
nbh's neglect to have informed himself of 
full "particulars in connection with tho 
Reed Bros, contract pnd tho dock boforo 
ho signed the document. 
. Has tho letting of the cofl'erdam con- 
tract anything to do with the inaiiiliciency 
of cement. A. Nothing whatever, except 
that tho lato govornment can't possibly 
plead .ignoranca of tho reqiiiromonts of a 
. worK like the dock, for which they were 
about to begin by construction of tho cof- 
ferdam. 

You state in a former answer that no 
blame attaches to you for tho miscalcula- 
tion of cement required for tho dock; will 
you inform the committee when you made 
the uilgcalciiltilioii, or when any calcula- 
'tton or miscalculation was made prior to 
Nov., 1881; or, in other words, wlicn was 
the midcalculation madq to which you re- 
fer I" A. The qucstion'ia on . the facOHif 
itK Bole'scisia. I made no calculation or 
miscaloulatibh. The ' resident engineer 
'B9^ma to have assumed up to-a late period 



of 1881 that tho 100 tons which ho 
a.sked for by letter would he sufficient to 
coinpletc tlio ivink. When he found in 
Nov. , as I tako it, that 1,400 tons more 
were required, of course it may be said 
that he had miscalculated the amount. 

Did you over before iho lotting of the 
drydocK Con^et by which . your govern- 
ment undertook * furnish tho wTiolo of 
tho cement, or )h -rj making tho agree- 
ment with the iNiiuinion Oovoniinent, 
enquire in writiiiL; of or obtain in writing 
i'roin K. it 2tl., the resident engineer, tho 
surveyor-general, or any competent au- 
thority whatever, an estimate of tho quan- 
tity of cement required for the work? A. 
Beforo the lotting of the dock contract, 
which provides as in INIr. Verimn's for- 
mer specifications that the .contractors 
should be supplied with the requi.sito ce- 
ment, I vcrbi.ally applied to the resident 
engineer for an estimate of tho whole c(;st 
of tho dock. Tenders for the dock h.ad to 
bo in on 27th Dec, 1879. I see by tho 
postmark and office stamp on iMcNiimco 
it Cc.'.t envelope their tender arrived on 
the 24th of Dec. (3n the 29th Dec. I 
opened all tho ti'iulers in presence of my 
colleagues and took a list of them. 1 
submitted the lo«cst iigures lo Mr. nun- 
nett, asking him to advise me on thorn 
and give rao an estimate of the total cost 
of tho dock. This astimate would, of 
cour.se, include tho cost of all comont re- 
quired. .Mr. Renr.elt ai'tor referring to 
ilio irensuiy hooks and other iiifnrmati..n 
did so on a half shoot of p!>per which ho 
showed nie. His figures, to the best of 
my recollection, were Homc.*t)18,0U0. The 
paper on wliicli lie had made theui out 
was in liis hand at tho time but not in nn 
official form. He therefore advised nic that 
McN'aiiioe's c(uiliact or bid w.i.s tho moat 
desirable and was a good one lor the pro- 
vince. In the estimate I recollect he had 
about 810,000 for contingencies; on this 
sum wa.s inchidod about 83,400 for all tlio 
o.xtra cement which he thought would Ijo 
required for Iho dock. l)n the loth Fob.. 
18H1, lie asked permission, as head oi tho 
dciiartnient, to make out ;iu cstimati! in 
writing of the total juoliable cost of the 
dock for Mr. \\m. Wilson, who was then 
chairman of tlio graving dock committee. 
He showed me tho letter to .Mr. Wilson 
when ho had drafted it, and I made (he 
remark that it was about a cou[do il 
tliousaiul dollars more than ihc estimate lie 
Lad made out inDc^;. ,1870. This diflercncc 
was explained satisfactorily. I thou au- 
thorised liira to send the estimate to Mr. 
Wilson. Tho figures are as follows: ~

from 19th July, 1872, to filst Oct., IH.SO, 
8183,321.20.

I did not nr,k t<'r or get any estiniato 
from any other poriion. Tho abo\-o esti- 
mate like tho one given tome in Dec. , 
1879, beforo we let tlio contract includes 
of course all cement reouirod. I did not 
venture to .idviao tho letting of tho con- 
tract without consulting Mr. Bennett as 
stated tibout the total cost of tho work. I 
did not ask for nor did I got any estiiriato 
for tho quantity of ooniont recjuirod from 
any person oxc'opt, ilio engineer when 1 
verbally roqnnstod hitn In write to tho de- 
partment, as he lias done, stating tho 
quantity nf coiuent was to be uaed only in 
cases requiring quick setting or hardening 
in water and as 1 was informed might not 
bo required at all, hence when written to 
by Mr. Bennett on 18th Feb., 'SO, I did 
not order it as I considered tho necessity 
of the timo for executing the order would 
depend upon tho progress of tho work and 
especially tho excavation. In other words 
thero was no use ordering the cement be- 
fore it was absolutely wanted. 

Was it not tho duty of the resident en- 
gineer to report as to th(^ quantity of 
cement required to build the dock long 
beforo the contract was let ? A. Certain- 
ly, as well before as after if needed. \o 
otlicr officer had charge of tho mattor. 
The department relied wholly on his ad- 
vice as tho hcatt of it was, as a matter >,! 
common sense, bound to do. 

Why did you not dismiss Mr, Benruat 
when tho mistake connected with the 
4-100 tons was discovered? A. Because 
in tho present stage and condition of the 
work I did not consuler that his .servico.s 
could with" any advantage be di.spensud 
with. Of course I am not competent to 
judge of his professional qualifications, 
but he was highly recommended by the 
engineers in chief. I linro found him in 
matters of which 1 can judge which havo 
been under his control to bo a man of 
strict integrity, a very necessary (piali- 
lication indeed in a work of tliis kind. 

Has tho resident' engineer fulfilled his 
duty as a competent engineer ? A. Judg- 
ing from tho mistake in the cement it is 
impossible to say that he could have 
done so. 

^Vit]l your knowledge of the f.ict.i coii- 
iioctod with the dock do yon now con- 
sider tho resident engineer competent to 
advise the governmont on all dock mat- 
tors ? A. This is dilUeult to answer bu- 
canso if tho engineer overlooks ono mat- 
ter ha may overlook another, but his ad- 
mission to me ill presence of Mr. Be.aven 
and Mr. Humphreys at an interview in 
my office in Doc. after howrote tliat 4400 
tons woro necessary that he had always 
understood that all the cement required 
was hero, had not made any calculation of 
it before the calculation we jiointedly ro- 
qnosted him to mako in Nov. last, and 
which ho made out to lie by letter of Nov. 
4400 tons, showed that he understood his 
mistake. 

Did you know whether the resident en- 
gineer ever before had charge of dry- 
docks ? A. Not to my knowledge; but 
he can tell you. 

Havo you not always led (ho Icgi.ilatuie 
to beliovo that the ceincut originally pur- 
chased was sufficient to complete the 
dock? A. Yos, bccauBC 1 was led in turn 
by the course pursued by tlic engineers 
to believe tho same thing. It was for 
this very rea.^0Il that I osplaincd my posi- 
tion with respect to the cost of the dock 
the other day in the House as a matter of 
privilege. 

In Blr. Sproal's letter, dated 2d Jan., 
1874, a printed copy of which you havo 
produced to us, the information was con- 
veyed to tho govornment, of which you 
wero a racmbor, that tho cement waaonlv 
intended for the cofferdam. Will you ex- 
plain why that letter was not laid beforo 
tho House with olhergriivingdockpapcrs ? 
A. The letter referred to does not Btato, 
as you alloge, that the comont is only in- 
tended for the cofferdam. Ou thi3 contra- 
ry, it states that it was for the sea walls 
on each side of the intended entrance to 



thick at base. Tlio h'ttur further staves 
that tho idea would "ho not to liavo a 
long tomporary coflerdam, but to have a 
short ono which would mu be of coricroto 
in front of thp entrance." -Vgain, 1 had 
hot charge dfthoTdock matter at the time. 
Mr. DeCosmo's was then premier and Mr. 
Beaven chief commissioner, and Mr. 
Sproat's corresi)ondence was conducted 
with Dr. .Vsh as provincial secretary. I 
cannot say wliy tho letter was not piib- 
li.slied, but in all probability it was lio- 
causo the publication of it a.s well as sev- 
eral other le'ttors was considered unneces- 
sary at the timo as thoy woro not called 
for or required as far as I know. 

Is not your answor to Last question a 
quibble, inasmuch as tho sea wall spoken 
of in Iho letter was to havo boon in place 
of tho collcrdam which has since been 
built? A. Tho suggestion about, its being 
a quibble is uncalled for and importiiiont, 
because tho first question, if answered 
without the explanation 1 gave, woukl 
lead the reader to suppose that thecoU'or- 
dam of concrete was to havo boon simply 
a cofrordam and not a sea wall on each 
side of the leniporary colTerilaiu at the 
entrance. 1 linve e.vplaincd this in f(,r 
mor answers. 

What was tlie leason of Jlr. Sproat's 
letter being ni iiiiod and how was it that 
a documeut conveying information of such 
vital iuiporlaiice was not after it had boon 
printed iiiililisliod with tho sessional 
papers ! \. Tlio letter hxs only been re- 
centl.i priiilod for your information, as I 
learned from members of tho Ilouso tliat 
the i:)rigin of the dock, although shown in 
the ."-^ossional papers of early years, was 
iii)t understood. Mr. Beaven got tlie 
letter [irinted a few days ago when I spoke 
to him about it. It forms part of the 
correspondence of 1874, and as tho scheme 
was changed I siippo.se it was not then 
called for and printed; but I don't know 
whether it was or not. 

Is not the printing and [niblishing of 
this letter now like locking tho stuhlo 
door after tho horse has boon stolen? A. 
f don't see where the stable door is or 
the horse either. The letter is printed 
and has not been published beyond plac- 
ing it before the committee. It was print- 
ed to save tho trouble of making copies of 
it for the committee a.H I thought eacii 
member might wish to see it or have a 
copy of it. It would hayo boon useful 
and probably called for in 187<t had not I 
the dock acliemo boon changed. I saw 
Mr. Morris in London after his return 
from British Columbia and beforo ho made 
his report, to the best of niy knowledge, 
of Oct., 1874. In roferenco to tho ce- 
ment ho said it would bo turned into tho 
dock. Mr. K. told me tho same thing in 
Nov. or Dec, 1874, and no intimation 
whatever was given to mo then or since 
that timo anymore cement would bo re- 
quired until .Mr. Bennett iiifonned mo of 
tho fact in Dec, 1879, and subsenuontly 
about tho 100 tons and afterwards about 
the further quantities needed, 

Would not the information contained 
in Mr. Sproat's letter of 2nd Jan., '74. 
have been more valuable to tho House 
last soasion, when it would havo opened 
the eyes of ineuibers to tho knowledge 
tliat the cement ordered was not for the 
completion of tho dock ? A. If the letter 
had boon before tho Houso it could have 
enlightened them very little in tho face 
of tho fact that it had Ixhmi detorminod in 
a general way by tho eii<;ineors that tho 
cement waa to have been turned into the | lendedtod 
dock", and that no more than 100 tons had 
boon asked for by the resident enginoor, 
and that no further quantity had over 
been suggested as having been necessary 
by tho cngineors-iii-chief. Though tho 
letter with all other ilncumeiits connoctcd 
with the dock was undi-i tin: eoi.lrol and 
in possession of tho late government for 
nearly 18 months, it does not seoni to 
have opened their eyes. If it would havo 
had that effect they clearly nqvor troubled 
themselves abotit looking into dock papers 
for, thoy never brought tho lelter be- 
fore the House thom.'iolve'i or referred lo 
it in any way. 

Would not that letter hn>o oponeil the 
oyes of the resident engineer to tho pobi- 
tion of the cement question, inasmuch an 
that officer seems to ha\ o botrn ns far de- 
ceived as tlio legislature and tho public as 
(o tho true object of the original cement 
purchase. And is it not possible that ho 
might have saved the pi'ovinco from the 
deplorable position in which it now is by 
advising the government that tho cement 
on hand was little more than a tithe of 
what would be required for tlu; whole 
dock! A. This question, like snnie of the 
lirecoding ones, is very irregular. It con- 
tains statements which I respectfully Hub- 
mil aro incorrect. A tithe of any thin§ is 
a tenth as you must be aware. The quan- 
tity sent here w.os over 700 tons, which 
anKjinit is not a tithe or tenth of 4,400, 
or even 5,100 tons. The province again 
has not been placed in a deplorable [losi- 
lion by it, as will bo seen when (igures 
aro entered upon. Furthermore, I can't 
say that it would havo had the effect sug- 
gested in tho questions on tho resident 
engineer for the very good reason that I 
requested him a long lime ago to gel all 
the dock correspondence and papars in 
the different departments together and ho 
did so, Mr. Sproat's letter being amongst 
tho letters. I know that ho personally 
made the collection. This was done 
many months .ago, and if ho roail tho let- 
ter, as 1 suppoao he did, it could not have 



to got at tlie facts ftu' public information, 
and not framing questions and answers to 
mislead the public. The condition as to 
cement being on tho ground a month Avas 
a prudent one in case any of tlio original 
quantity had been injured and unfitted 
for use and therefore requiring a further 
supply lo replace it. T'ho specifications 
were drawn by (he Piigineers. 'J'his would 
boa fair construction if iiofurlherccincnt 
had boon required. The bills of quanti- 
ties, however, set the qnostion at rest 
and ou them the engineers, as well as 
resident,' engineer, .should have advised 
the govornment long ago if more cement 
wero needed.^ Tho same' information 
wliicb was before mo w(»s"bofore the late 
governmeid. 

Were such bills of iiu.nitiiies fnrnishecj/ 
A. Yes. 

When it was decided to substidite a 
woodci) coflerdam for tho dam for which 
tho comont w.as i)nrehased would it ikU 
have been best for tho go\-orninent t.i 
have .sulci tho eement on h.iiid in.^tead df 
keoiiing it for the duck, and so .save cost 
of storage for tho cement and loss by de- 
preciation? A. It would not liave been 
pr jdont at the timo to have ilnno s.i, be- 
cause the coflerdam was to liave been tin- 
ishcd in nine months from the order to 
conimonco it, and it was not then kifown 
positively that tho Dniuiuion government 
would not alter their resolution not to 
pay their ■8250,000 as a- free- gift as was 
virtually promised by tlioir prcdecossoi-s 
in 1873. 

Canyon loll us ivliat has been the loss 
to the proviuoo on the cement .stored at 
Esquimalt in .slonigo, iiiHuraiice, iiitorost 
and deprc'cialioii ?

NS'iMild not a government shed on tho 
dock gfuuiids liave saved thousands of 
dollars for storage ( A. It certainly 
would have saved something. Shortly 
after Mr. Vernon's retirement I hud "a 
rdugh e.-tiuiatc made for the cost of a 
shed. It amounted to about >;1200 or 
81000 lo il;o best of my rocollectiou; but 
ill .speaking to .Mr. Bennett about it, it 
was considered that if tho main dock 
went on satisfactorily tho shed v.onld be 
unnecessory, as it waa flten anticipated 
liy reav.'U of tho accession topowcrof the 
.Macdouald administration that they 
would carry out their former promiso to 
grant us unconditionally $250,000 in aid 
of the work. It was thoroforo concluded 
that tho main dock work should bo vig- 
orously prosecuted and tho storaso cease 
when tho comont was used up. This is 
another fad 'indirectly c<jnfii uiiiig tho 
staleiuent I have made that the rosidont 
engineer considered that no further ce- 
ment than tho 100 tons frequently mon- 
lioiied would bo needed to complete the 
work.
